Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner presented the prior art (Horiuchi) as it applies to the "...controller... synthesis ratio..." limitation in claim 6. 
The Attorney reminded the Examiner that the prior art does not satisfy all of the limitations in claim 6. After much 
consideration the Examiner has determined that the Horiuchi reference alone or in combination with the other prior art 
does not teach or suggest claim 6. Therefore, the pending claims of the present application will be allowed.
